When you draw the last 
card in your deck, do you 
lose immediately or do you 


still have until your next turn 
to win? 


You still have a full turn before 
you lose. You only lose the game 
when you try to draw a card at 
the beginning of your turn but 


cannot because you previously 
ran out of cards. 


When you use Electrode’s 
Buzzap power, can you still 
attach another Energy to a 
Pokémon, or does that count 
as your Energy attachment for 
the turn? 


That does not count as your 
Energy-card placement per turn. 
So, yes, you may still play one 
Energy card from your hand that 
same turn. 


Does Electrode’s Buzzap 
power count as your Energy 
attachment for the turn? 


Got Questions 
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If Clefairy Metronomes 
Moltres’ Wildfire attack, 
would Clefairy get to discard 
as many of the opponent’s 
cards as you like? 


No. Moltres’ discard is not a 
“cost,” since it does not use the 
term “in order to” in the card text. 

Moltres is allowed to use 
Wildfire and discard no Energy 
cards if it wishes. This would have 
no net effect, but Moltres’ actions 
still count as an attack. If you 
Metronome copy Wildfire, you 
must discard Fire Energy cards 
from Clefairy/Clefable if you want 
to force your opponent to discard. 
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If Clefairy Metronomes 
Alakazam’s Confuse Ray, 
would it do GO to 
Alakazam because he 
is weak to Psychic? 


No. Clefairy is still colorless, so 
all of Clefairy’s attacks originate as 
a colorless source. 

Ditto, for example, copies the 
opponent's type as well as its 
attacks, so this would be a 
different case for Ditto. 


When do I have to flip 
for Magmar’s Smoke 
Screen? Can I flip at the 
beginning of my turn to 
see if I have to retreat or 
add PlusPowers? 


No, you are not allowed to flip 
at the beginning of your turn to 
give yourself the advantage of 
knowing whether your PlusPowers 
will be wasted or if you should 
have retreated to void the effect. 
You must flip the coin after you 
announce your attack. 


Can you flip at the beginning of a 
turn for Magmar’s Smoke Screen?

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Prehistoric Power never 


has to be “used.” It is always on. 


Unless a Pokémon Power 
tells you to “use” it like 
Alakazam’s Damage Swap, 
then it is always “on” and 
never needs to be announced.

1) If you Scoop Up your 
last in-play Pokémon, you 
lose immediately. There is no 
time for you to play a Pokémon 
to the Bench before the game 
stops because you failed the 
“always have an in-play 
Pokémon in game-winning 
condition” test. 

2) If you Scoop Up your 
active Pokémon, you must 
immediately replace it with 
a Pokémon from your bench. 
There is no time to put another 
Pokémon into play before 
this must happen. 
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In all the games we play, we 
require the coins to land on the 
table.
